“We do not suggest the FIFA, rulers of 
world Soccer, had an ulterior motive for 
kicking out America's World Cup bid. But 
it is a fact that FIFA has been very angry 
for several years about the way its rules 
have been bent for local consumption in 
the USA. 

The Yanks changed the offside law. 
They also “banned” drawn games by 
inventing the shoot-out which ensured a 
win or a loss. 

FIFA warned the North American Soc- 
cer League to “get into line with the rest 
of the world or risk being expelled”. 

A reader's letter to the New York Times 
recently put forward the theory that the 
USA's application to stage the 1986 
World Cup was thrown out because the 
NASL could not be trusted to stop tam- 
pering with the laws of the game. 

This reader stated: “The NASL has 
repeatedly tried to change FIFA rules to 

‘Americanise’ the game. And in the 
United States, scholastic and collegiate 
Soccer are NOT played under FIFA 
rules.” 

Did this have anything to do with 
FIFA’s arrogant rejection of the USA's 
1986 application? 

Getting back to lan Brusasco's rather 
‘weird suggestion to bring more goals into 
Soccer, we must accept that those ideas 
were made tongue-in-cheek.

Michael Parkinson, who had made a special 
journey to the Airport to welcome his old friend 
Best, even joined in this chat show. 

When Best was asked how he managed to 
form so many attachments with many beautiful 
girls, “Parkie” chipped in with:“He just sits 
there and waits for them. He gets more than his 
share!” 

That set the tone for an enjoyable and light- 
hearted Press Conference but when the touchy 
subject of alcohol was introduced, George Best

EASILY one of Australia’s most outstanding 
young players last season was Sydney City’s- 
(now Sydney Olympic), powerful, pacey and 
hard-tackling, Jimmy Patikas. 

In fact, Patikas and Newcastle KB’s little 
courageous striker, David Lowe, dominated the 
headlines as they reigned supreme on the 
Soccer pitch. 

So dominant, authoritative and consistent 
was their form, they raised Australia’s hopes in 
her quest for the Coca-Cola Cup in the World 
Youth Championships in Mexico last month.

Q: Your perform- 
ances at club level, as 
well as at national level 
have dropped this sea- 
son.

You 
know with Mexico coming 
up it was a constant worry 
to do well. 

“As well, I carried on 
ankle injury for too long 
without resting it. I kept 
playing because I felt I 
had to. . Olympic paid 
big money for me. 

‘If I didn’t play, I felt I 
would be letting the fans 
down.” 

Q: Your perform- 
ances in Mexico were 
very flat. Why? 

A: “It took me a long 
while to acclimatise over 
there. In the first two 
matches I had constant 
stomache upsets. We 
weren't allowed to drink 
water, just mineral water 
as a precaution.

Q: Main differences 
you have found playing 
with Olympic as when 
you were playing with 
Sydney City? 

A: With Sydney City, I 
was pretty close to Eddie 
Thomson.

“With Olympic, it has 
taken me a lot longer to.

THE true fact about George Best is 


that on the day he was born in East 
Belfast 37 years ago he became 


public property. 

And with more than a 
streak of non—conformi- 
ty running though his 
veins, his everlasting 
search for individual free- 
dom made him a rebel — 
with or without a cause, 
depending on which way 
you assess the man. 

There has been a great 
deal written and said ab- 
out his world-wide and 
much publicised exploits, 
but: very little on how this 
footballing genius first 
came to the forefront. 

He was born on May 
22nd 1946 at the Royal 
Maternity Hospital in 
Belfast to his late mother 
Ann and father Dick Best 
from Burren Way on the 
sprawling Cregagh hous- 
ing estate in Belfast.
